The main thing 
to ensuro Is that they 
removed for as many years as 
possible from the polsonous 
environment in which thoy 
previoualy thrived,

IOUPLED with this long sen: 
tence should be the Clvic | 
Assoclation’s rehabilitation 
praject. Tho necd fa to make 
Triad people useful to the 
community, This moans they 
have to take their place In 
the Colony’s Ilfo as taw- 
abiding, respoctably employed 
peoplo. Joba may be short 
now. but the Colony. cannot 
contemplate this situation por- 
manently, Trade and Industry 
must In the years to como 
. provide “ opanings’ for. many 
more and we must look to the 
prospect of Increasing em- 
ployment a a part solution to 
tholr rohabiiitation. 


There remains the pasalbility of 
recégnition: only when the 
nuthorities get really tough 
with these people can tho dis: 
Integration and aplintering of 
the Triads which has alrcady 
etarted, make useful headway.

Councillor,

Elizabeth conided "a very happy 
event"—the forthcoming birth of 
her third child, 

Last week, ® beaming 
Niscumat few to Britain, to talk 
with the Queen, whose pregnancy 
precludes the possibility of the 
scheduled Royal tour of Ghana 
later this year. And behind hisn 
followed the suggestion of the 
leading “Ghana Times’ that the 
new baby be named “Kwame,” 
after him, 


Humble parents 

Such is the man Nkrumah 
today, Yet for long years 
the British knew him only 
as an African who ran true to 
the pattern sect by the more 
rumbustious type of colonial 
nationalist. 

Nkrumah was born of humble 
parents In a remote Gld Coast 
village in 1909. Baptised a Roman 
Catholic (though today he Is a 
non-denominational Christlan), 
he graduated through Roman 
Catholic mission schools to 
Achimota College. 

He then became a teacher in 

Roman Catholi¢ seminary,

Dr J. B. Danqua drilliant

Released 


Back in London, an unnamed 
civil servant strongly advised 
the Colonial Secretary that 
Nkrumah's release was now not 
only justified but would also, In 
the long term, be profitable. 

The release order was flashed 
to the Gold Coast's Governor, 
Sir Charles Arden-Clarke, who 
promptly sent for Nkrumah to 
furm o government, 

The rest.of the Nkrumah story 
can be quickly told, He became 
Prime Minister; he returned in 
triumph to Amerien to receive 

_his Doctorate; he pald a State 
visit to Liberia; his party was 
twice swept back into power. 
Then, on March 6, 1957, the 
Gold Coust vanished from the 
map of Africa to be replaced by 
an independent Ghana. 

Today Nkrumuh lives the life 
almost of a god. As he comes on 
to a public platform, his ad+ 
mirers sprinkle scent in his 
path, and before he speaks there

Albert Namatjira, who died of heart failure 
at the weekend at the comparaiively: young 


age of 54, 


Albert was old far beyond his 
years, a legacy of the life he 
led, both in the old world of 
a full-blooded  aboriginec and 
the new world, as ao famous 
artist, 

He became ao highly contro~ 
versial figure in the Inst few 
years of this life and was re-~ 
leased from gaol only last May 
after having served. cight wecks 
detention for supplying \iquor 
fo a native ward. 

Had he been brought up jn a 
different community with a 
different way of Ife he could 
have been a rich man, but he 
was ao Jnavish spender of the 
wealth hig striking paintings of 
the outback brought In, 

Friends frequentiy advised hin 
to rid himself of native relatives 
and others who were living on 
his earnings, But that wasn’t the 
code of Albert's tribe. 

He and 30 relatives and 
frierids were said to have spent 
more than £250 In three days 
Jast year, Other reports sald he 
had either spent or given away 
several thousand pounds over 12 
months, 

Despite the protest of his ad- 
visors, Namatjira stubbornly 
maintained hls loyalty {0 the 
aboriginal creed that his good 
fortune must be shared with 
famuy and native friends, 

It could be said, with more 
than some truth, that his gaoling 
for supplying Qiquor to a natlve 
was the death sentence for Al- 
vert Nomatjira. 3 

He had maintained a lofty 
IndLfference fo the legal 
wrangling that went on about 
his sentence, but when he was 
ganled he scemed to be stunned, 

He refused to palnt while 
serving his sentence and on his 
release, maintained a stony 
silence about future plany, 

Namatjlra was described as a 
man who had the best and 
worst of two worlds—the black 
man’s and the white manis. 

He had whiteman's citlzenship 
privileges conferred upon him 
chiefly because of his status as 
an artist. He was permitted to 
drink but his fellow tribesmen 
were not, but his tribal law said 
he must share his privileges. He 
did dut in obcying the ages old 
blackman's code broke whitc- 
man's laws. 

So Albert Namatjira died last 
weekend with what could be 
deseribed as a broken heart. 

Three hundred people attend- 
ed his funeral at the foot of the 
lofty McDonald Ranges, which 
he had painted in such vivid 
and striking colours over the 
last few years. They were made 
up of membcrs of his tribe, of 
curlous tourlsts to Alice Springs, 
some people of the Native 
Affairs. Department bit -very. 
few real admirers.
